And 
the people who know most about corn 
outside of the American bottom will 
be the first to challeng e. 
Even tlic 
E g yptians of Illinois look askance at 
such a claim. 
But those who have 
seen the ex traordinary spectacle ag ree 
that now'here in the w’orld is there 
such a crop of corn maturing on the 
sam e g rouuil space. 
Even from tlie nearest hilltop this 
field apitears to be a solid mass. As far 
as the vision reaches the corn ex tends 
w’ithout apparent iireak.

South of Ava, in southern Illinois, 
from the brow of one of the Kinkaid 
hills, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo­ 
crat, can be seen the most magnificent 
field of corn upon which the white 
m an’s vision bas rested since the time 
the pilgrim s landed and learned to 
know the merits of maize In hasty pud­ 
ding. 
The September sun is putting 
the golden color upon 6,000 acres of 
corn in one great body. 
This is the 
banner cornfield of the world. 
It will 
give this year 600,000 bushels of corn. 
an average of IOO bushels to the acre. 
The statem ent will be questioned. And 
the people who know most about corn 
outside of the American bottom will 
be the first to challenge. 
Even the 
Egyptians of Illinois look askance at 
such a claim. 
But those who have 
seen the extraordinary spectacle agree 
that nowhere in the world Is there 
such a crop of corn maturing on the 
sam e ground space. 
Even from the nearest hilltop this 
field appears to be a solid mass. As far 
as the vision reaches the corn extends 
without apparent break. On closer ap­ 
proach the spectacle is even more im­ 
pressive. 
The corn stands at an even 
height of lo feet. 
So heavy is it that 
a man four rows from the outer edge 
cannot he seen. 
At a little distance 
the edge of the great body presents an 
unbroken line. 
Close view shows an 
occasional dividing boundary in the 
form of a narrow road or Lane. 
On 
either side of these lanes the corn 
rises like a wall high above tile wagon. 
H aving once entered the lane, the trav­ 
eler finds 
it 
Impracticable 
to turn 
around. 
The only thing to do is to 
drive to the other side of the great 
field. 
Nobody who has ridden through 
tile 6,000 acres questions the estim ate 
of IOO bushels to the acre, and nobody 
wTho has visited the field since the 
present crop began to mature can re­ 
member to have seen the like of it be­ 
fore.

A RACE WITH DEATH. 


Moat Immigrants C ome to This Coun­ 
try on the Favorable Representa­ 
tion* of Relative* Already Located 


Here. 
It is roughly estim ated, on the basis 
of incom plete cable notifications, that 
the * It* transatlantic steam ships just 
arrived or due w ithin a few d a js have 
on board 8.000 steerage passengers. 
Many of these persons are citizens re­ 
turning, but the great majority are 
Immigrants. 
It is probable that there 
are not more than 1,000 citizens. From 
Bept. I to 7, inclusive, (5,075 men, w o­ 
men aud children Just arrived in this 
country were passed through the barge 
office. 
As the season draws on the 
number will increase from week to 
week until the winter sets in. 
The 
total immigration of the season will 
far exceed that of the sam e season of 
any >ear since the present com m is­ 
sioners took office. 
The Immigration from Italy has been 
heavy the seasou through. 
It is impos­ 
sible, however, to compare it with that

Quinlan that nearly as many Italians 
w ent home lu the fall as cam e out in 
the spring. 
The men arrive in May, 
bringing with them w hatever clothing 
they may need for a stay of tw o years. 
They hoard their money and take it 
back with them when the sum grows 
to an amount sufficient for a real es­ 
tate investm ent. 
Then they return for 
another period of money making and 
finally go home again to settle down 
for good. 
It must be said, however, 
that a good mauy live their lives out 
here. 
“Everybody knows,” said the 
acting com m issioner, “that there are 
15.000 Italian citizens of New York.” 
In November the steerage accommoda­ 
tions on vessels bound for Italian ports 
will be all taken up. 
Immigration through New York port 
for August ran (5,000 ahead of that for 
the same month of last year, more than 
8.000 ahead of August. 1S07. aud 4,000 
ahead of August. 1896. The figures are 
as fo llo w s : August. 1899. 18,676; In 
1808, 12,(521; in 1897. 10,357; in 1806, 
14,625. 
The period Sept. 1-7 of this 
year was better than last by nearly 
1.000 and better than 1897 by 1,500. 
The total for September of 1898 w as 
18,669 and for 1897 14.600. The proba­ 
bility is that the total for the present 
month of this year will be 20,000. That 
is merely for immigrants, not steerage 
passengers. 
The September record for this year, 
if it readies the roughly estimated to­ 
tal, will not be approached by that of 
any year since 1892 at leust. 
Immi­ 
gration is, naturally, heaviest in April, 
May aud June. 
July am|jfcAugust are 
comparatively had months. 
Septem­ 
ber is a good one, but never like tile 
spring aud early summer times. 
The 
greatest month’s immigration on rec­ 
ord was that of May, 1892, when 67,797 
passed into the city through Ellis is­ 
land. Of these possibly 3.000 were re­ 
turning citizens, so that the record 
stands at 64.797. 
This figure will not 
be touched this fall, of course, nor In 
this season of any year within a rea­ 
sonable time. “We have not increased 
our force to meet the unusual demand 
on our resources,” said Acting Com­ 
missioner Quinlan. 
“We 
have got 
along very well as It is. The inspectors 
have had to work hard, however, 
lf 
the rate of increase continues, we may 
find it n e c e ss a r y to do something. The 
year lias been a good one. and this sea­ 
son lins been particularly good.” 
It was said that the “class” of new 
a r r iv a ls was better 
than 
formerly. 
D unn" the month of August the total 
value of money shown to the inspect­ 
ors was $299,722, 
it must not be sup­ 
posed, however, that this was tho total 
brought into the country. 
I he immi­ 
grants are ro<juir<*d to qualify w ith the 
possession of $:{0. and they are too 
suspicious to “show’ any more than 
necessary. Not long ago an old Polish 
Jew w a s kept in the detention “pen 
for three days. Ile denied that he had 
a single penny, but at length he over­ 
came his suspicion and produced a 
waist 
belt containing 
1.500 rubles. 
There were 1,980 immigrants in Au­ 
gust who had $30 or over, and 9.632 ap­ 
peared who had less than $30. 
Of 
tho.* tf more than 14 years who could 
neitner read uor write there were 4,083 
and of those w ho could read only 59. 
.Twenty-three persons were afflicted 
with diseases “loathsome, dangerous 
or contagious.” 
“Ninety-five per cent of im m igrants.” 
said 
Acting Commissioner Quinlan, 
“come to this country on the repre­ 
sentations of their relatives already 
here. 
The increase of the season may 
be explained through this. * The for­ 
eigners have I teen w riting home that 
there is work to be had here at good 
wages.

Wheelman Pedal* Ahead of a Loco­ 
motive and Sate* a Child. 
A veritable race with death, ids own 
life and that of a little girl being the 
stakes, was the experience of George 
T. Smith, an all round athlete of 
Bout ii Orange, N. J., who, according 
to witnesses of his bravery, Is worthy 
of a niche in the temple of heroes. 
Hiding a bicycle at his utmost speed, 
Smith kept ahead of a Long Island 
railroad train, sliding along a down 
grade for several hundred feet and fin­ 
ished his desperate sprint by throwing 
himself from his wheel, seizing a child 
who stood in the path of the oncoming 
train and, with the little one in his 
arms, rolling down the embankment at 
the side of the track an instant before 
the train thundered by. 
Ile disappeared in the excitement 
which followed the flocking of passen­ 
gers to the siiot. and it was only by 
chance that his name became known. 
The tot, who was about 2 years old, 
wandered from home Sunday, and 
finding a cozy spot between the rails 
of the west bound track of the road, 
between

Nassau, 
amused herself by heaping up little 
piles of sand. How long she sat there 
unobserved is not known, but the first 
one to catch sight of her was Fred 
Smith, engine driver, from the window 
of his locomotive. 
His train was bound west and had 
left the Nassau station at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 
With her back to the 
oncoming train, tile little one played 
on. 
Tile whistle shrieked, wliile the 
wheels of the engine ground on the 
track and sparks of fire flew along the 
rails. 
But the train was on a heavy 
down grade, aud the speed was scarce­ 
ly slackened. 
Going In the same direction as the 
train was a bicyclist, pushing his wheel 
along a footpath which runs parallel 
with tho track. 'Hie whistle attracted 
his attention, and, looking down the 
track, the child caught his sight. W ith­ 
out a moment’s iiesitation, he sprang 
on his wheel ami raced down the 
treacherous, sandy path. The locomo­ 
tive was gaining on him, but, without 
once looking back, he pedaled on, and, 
reaching tile spot wliere the child sat, 
he threw himself to the ground, picked 
up the child and rolled over and over 
free from the track and down the em­ 
bankment. 
As he cleared the track 
the train passel! over the spot where 
the little one had been sitting. 
The train was finally stopped several 
lengths beyond tile spot, and trainmen 
and passengers jumped to the ground. 
They caught sight of tile little one 
scurrying along a bypath into tile 
woods, rubbing lier eyes, while down 
the track 
was tile cyclist, calmly 
brushing the dust oft’ his clothes as he 
pushed the bicycle along the side path. 
He had readied the main road and ped­ 
aled away before any one thought to 
run after him. 
His identity was made 
known as a result of an investigation 
by some of tile passengers.

It is roughly estimated, on tile basis 
of incomplete entile notifications, that 
the It* transatlantic steamships Just 
arrived or due within a few days have 
on board 8,000 steerage passengers. 
Many of these persons are citizens re­ 
turning, but Hie great majority are 
immigrants. 
It is probable that there 
are not more than 1,000 citizens. From 
Sept. I to 7, Inclusive, 0.073 men, wo­ 
men and children Just arrived in this 
country were passed through the barge 
office. 
As tile season draws on the 
number will increase from week to 
week until tile winter sets in. 
The 
total immigration of the season will 
far exceed tliHt of the same season of 
any jear since the present commis­ 
sioners took office. 
The immigration from Italy has been 
heavy Hie season through. It is Impos­ 
sible, however, to compare It with that 
of former years because of tile new 
system 
of 
classification 
by 
races, 
which offers no opportunity. The tide 
bound homeward will soon set in. 
It 
was 
said 
by Acting 
Commissioner 
Quinlan that nearly as many Italians 
went home in the fall as came out in 
the spring. 
The men arrive in May, 
bringing with them whatever clothing 
they may need for a stay of two years. 
They hoard their mouey and take it 
back with them when tile sum grows 
to an amount sufficient for a real es­ 
tate investment. Then they return for 
another period of money making and 
finally go home again to settle down 
for good. 
It must lie said, however, 
that a good ninny live their lives out 
here. 
“Everybody knows,” said the 
acting commissioner, “that there are 
15.000 Italian citizens of New York.” 
In November the steerage accommoda­ 
tions on vessels bound for Italian ports 
will lie all taken up. 
Immigration through New York port 
for August ran 0,000 ahead of that for 
the same month of last year, more than 
8.000 ahead of August, 1897. aud 4,000 
ahead of August, 1890. The figures are 
as follows: August. 1899. 18.070; iii 
1898, 12,021; in 1897, 10,357; iii 1890, 
14.025. 
The period Sept. 17 of this 
year was better than last by nearly 
1.000 and better than 1897 by 1,500. 
Tile total for September of 1898 was 
18,009 and for 1897 14.000. The proba­ 
bility is that the total for the present 
month of this year will be 20,000. That 
is merely for immigrants, not steerage 
passengers. 
The September record for this year. 
if it reaches the roughly estimated to­ 
tal. will not be approached by that of 
any year since 1892 at least, 
im m i­ 
gration is. naturally, heaviest in April. 
May and June. 
July ani^yAugust are 
comparatively bad months. 
Septem­ 
ber is a good one. but never like the 
spring aud early summer times. 
The 
great(»st month’s immigration on rec­ 
ord was that of May. 1892, when 07,797 
passed into the city through Ellis is­ 
land. 
Of these possibly B.iHMi were re­ 
turning citizens, so that the record 
stands at 04.797. 
This figure will not 
lie touched this fall, of course, nor iii 
this season of any year within a rea­ 
sonable time. 
“We im vc not increased 
our force to meet the unusual demand 
on our resources,” said Acting Com­ 
missioner 
Quinlan. 
“We 
have 
got 
along viny well as it is. The inspectors 
have had to work hard, however, 
lf 
the rate of increase continuos, we may 
find it necessary to do something. The 
year has been a good one. and lids sea­ 
son bas been particularly good.” 
It was said that the “class” of new 
arrivals was better 
than 
formerly. 
During the month of August the total 
value of money shown to the inspect­ 
ors was $299,722. 
It must not be sup­ 
posed, however, that this was the total 
brought into the country. 
'I he immi­ 
grants are required to qualify with the 
possession of $39. and they are too 
suspicious to “show ” any more than 
necessary. 
Not long ago ail old Polish 
Jew was kept in the detention “pen” 
for three days. 
Ile denied that he had 
a single penny, lint at length lie over­ 
came his suspicion and produced a 
waist 
belt 
containing 
1.500 
rubles. 
There were 1,980 immigrants in Au­ 
gust who had $30 or over, and 9.032 ap­ 
peared who had loss than $30. 
Of 
tho? ^ more than 14 years who could 
ueitner read nor write there were 4,083 
and of those who could read only 59. 
Twenty-three 
persons were 
afflicted 
with diseases “loathsome, dangerous 
or contagious.” 
“Ninety-five per cent of immigrants.” 
said 
Acting Commissioner Quinlan, 
“come to this country on the repre­ 
sentations of their relatives already 
here. The increase of the season may 
lie explained through this. ' The for­ 
eigners have been writing borne that 
there is work to be had here at good 
wages. 
Many letters of this kind. I 
know, Im vc gone from tin* west. 
For 
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a. s apient I \ Hie immigration 
S was light. 
It appears to 
pass 
men who 
barge office find work fast 
most cases their relatives 
are here to meet them, already provid­ 
ed with jobs for their acceptance.” 


A RACE W ITH DEATH. 


W h e e l n i n n I V d n U A b e n d o f a L o c o ­ 
m o t i v e a n d 
a C h ild . 
A veritable race with death, his own 
life and that of a little girl being tile 
stakes, was the experience of George 
T. Smith, an all round athlete of 
South Orange, N. J., who, according 
to witnesses of his bravery, Is worthy 
of a niche in the temple of heroes. 
Hiding a bicycle at bis utmost sliced, 
Smith kept atiead of a Long Island 
railroad train, sliding along a down 
grade for several hundred feet and fin­ 
ished Ids desperate sprint by throwing 
himself from ids wheel, seizing a child 
who stood in the im til of tile oncoming 
train and, with the little one in ids 
arms, rolling down the embankment at 
the side of the track an instant before 
the train thundered by. 
He disappeared In tile excitement 
which followed tile flocking of passen­ 
gers to the Kjiot. and it was only by 
chance t lint his name became known. 
The tot, who was about 2 years old, 
wandered 
from home Sunday, and 
finding a cozy spot between the rails 
of the west bound track of the road, 
between 
tills 
station 
and 
Nassau, 
amused herself by heaping up little 
piles of sand. 
How long she sat there 
unobserved is not known, but the first 
one to catch sight of her was Fred 
Smith, engine driver, from the window 
of his locomotive. 
His train was bound west and had 
left the Nassau station at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 
With her back to the 
oncoming train, tile little one played 
on. 
The whistle shrieked, while tile 
wheels of the engine ground on the 
track and sparks of fire flew along the 
rails. 
But the train was on a heavy 
down grade, aud tile speed was scarce­ 
ly slackened. 
Going in the same direction as the 
train was a bicyclist, pushing his wheel 
along a footpath which runs parallel 
with the track. The whistle attracted 
Ids attention, and, looking down the 
track, the child caught his sight. With­ 
out a moment’s hesitation, he sprang 
on his wheel and raced down tile 
treacherous, sandy path. 
The locomo­ 
tive was gaining on him, but, without 
once looking back, he pedaled on, and, 
reaching tho spot where the child sat, 
he threw himself to the ground, picked 
up the child and rolled over and over 
free from the track and down the em­ 
bankment. 
As lie cleared the track 
the train passed over the spot where 
tile little one had been sitting. 
The train was finally stopped several 
lengths beyond the spot, and trainmen 
and passengers jumped to the ground. 
They caught sight of the little one 
scurrying along a 
bypath 
into the 
woods, rubbing her eyes, while down 
the 
track 
was 
tile 
cyclist, 
calmly 
brushing the dust off his clothes as he 
pushed the bicycle along the side path. 
He had reached the main road and ped­ 
aled away before any one thought to 
run after him. 
His identity was made 
known as a result of ail investigation 
by some of the passengers. 
The name 
of the girl is not known.—New York 
Herald.

The Late Cornelius as a Youth­ 
ful Bank Clerk.

The father of Cornelius Vanderbilt 
believed that boys should m ake their 
own w ay in the world, and at an early 
age Cornelius w a s set to work in the 
Shoe and Leather bank of N ew York. 
He got $30 a mouth then and w as evi­ 
dently worth it to his employers, for 
his salary w a s raised to $40 and after­ 
ward to $50. 
T he president of the 
bank in those d ays had these words of 
praise for the young clerk: 
“Cornelius w as oue of the best boys 
we ever had and one of the most con­ 
scientious workers. 
If anything, he 
was too conscientious. 
Trifles that the 
other clerks w ould think nothing of 
would worry him half to death, and he 
would stay after tim e trying to correct 
them. 
Ile w a s em inently Industrious, 
fair and square, aud everybody liked 
him, although I believe none of the 
boys knew him well.” 
It w a s while he w as employed in this 
w ay that his grandfather w as first at­ 
tracted to this one of his grandchil­ 
dren, w ho had succeeded fairly well in 
escaping his notice. 
< Pie day, when lie 
w as still employed iii the bank, his 
grandfather stopped in to see him and 
proposed a trip to Europe. 
This aston­ 
ished the young man, w hose life had 
hitherto been confined strictly to busi­ 
ness. 
“ I am going m yself,” said the com ­ 
modore, “aud I’ll take you along if you 
w ant to go.” 
“And give tip my salary?” said the 
young man. 
“ Well, I don’t suppose it will go on 
while you are gone,” replied the com ­ 
modore grimly. 
“Then I guess I’d better stay,” said 
the boy. 
“Mr. Vanderbilt’s most marked char­ 
acteristic WMS punctuality,” says Dr. 
Depew’. 
“ l i e insisted on punctuality 
to the minute. 
It had been ins habit 
all bis life to plan w hat he would do 
for d ays aud w eeks and even years 
ahead. 
It w as very seldom that he 
failed to keep to his .plans. 
On his de­ 
parture from Europe for tills country 
he w’ould send a cable m essage saying 
practically this: *1 shall arrive in New’ 
York before 5 o’clock oil such a day. 
H ave special car attached to such a 
train for Newport. 
H ave carriage at 
station to meet train.’ 
He had the 
greatest confidence in his ability to 
keep engagem ents that he made in this 
w ay, aud he very seldom failed to th) 
so. 
Ile would travel for days and 
-wpf>k$ j|, ;i special ear over the rail­ 
roads on which he w as interested. 
On 
these trips he would have a tim e tattle 
m ade up for the special train and fix 
the tim e at which the train w as to ar­ 
rive at every place to be visited. 
\\ itll 
such habits of punctuality, himself, 
Mr. Vanderbilt had no patience with 
those w ho were tardy in keeping ap­ 
pointm ents.” 
Mr. 
Vanderbilt 
hated addition 
of 
figures. 
He 
added 
tw o 
and 
tin ce 
colum ns at a tim e in long accounts, 
w hen he w as a young man, aud sighed 
alw ays. 
H e said: “ I am glad that I 
am not as rich as Rothschild. 
He lias 
to count his money. 
IN lien lie has 
counted it aud made an error of a cent 
he has to count it all again.” H e made 
additions at home on paper placed on 
the keys of his piano. 
The instrument 
groaned w hile he added figures. 
His 
brother said: “You are too contem ptu­ 
ous of the nature of things. 
A piano 
w as never intended to be a w ilting 
desk.” 
Mr. Vanderbilt replied nothing 
then. 
But he said to Ins brother, the 
next day: ‘‘I have thought of w hat you 
said. 
It is w rong to w rite oil a piano. 
I have bought an organ.” 
H is reason 
w as that lie hated the click of the 
piano, and the com plaints of the oigan. 
badly played, aud as lie could not add 
figures ou them without hearing them, 
he finished bis work quickly then. 
Sam uel I*. Callaway, president of the 
N ew York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad 
company, 
said 
yesterday: 
“ You ask for a distinctive trait of Mr. 
Vanderbilt— lbs precision, his constant 
kindness, his interest in all that affected 
hum anity? No? 
Y 
o 
u 
ask for som ething 
more personal? 
Well, he loved old 
books, old men, old manners. 
I le said 
to me one day in his gentle, amia 
t 
manner, ‘D o you know the incunabula 
w e ll’ 
They are essential to a railway 
president’s education.’ Incunabula are 
the first books printed, you know. Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s mind w as open to all the 
inventions in machinery and to a 
t it 
ideas that men conceive, but he liked 
to look back and ponder over ancient 
achievem ents. 
Do not extrem es meet t 
And is it not a splendid practice to find 
diversion from one study by another 


study?” 
Mr. Vanderbilt gave a dinner at New­ 
port to illustrious persons, not one of 
w hom w as a great man disagreeable 
and ferocious. 
An observer said that 
one had to be clever to gather a com­ 


pany like that. 
The dishes were ex ­ 
quisite. 
There were Holland sauces, 
truffles, a salmis of partridge worthy 
of being celebrated in a sonnet, ex- J 
quisite wines. There were strawberries ; 
in abundance, iu a season when they j 
were sold us rarities in clay pots of five ! 
each. 
After dinner the suavest coffee 
w as served. 
Then the guests went 
into a gallery, where logs wore burning 
in a monumental chimney. The serv- 
I 
ants offered the rarest cigars and ciga­ 
rettes. but no matches. The host picked 
a coal with the tongs, but it fell In 
pieces on the invaluable rug. Mr. Van 
derbilt's servants had not forgotten to 
serve matches. 
Ile never forgot any­ 
thing. 
But he promised himself to 
serve only excellent tilings that night 
and the matches that were for sale 
were bad. One cannot have everything; 
and so, it does not matter much if oue 
be Croesus or Job. 
Chauncey M. Depew said: “Mr. Van­ 
derbilt loved old books, classic art. Ital­ 
ian music. 
Of tim modern painters 
Turner was in his view the most fas­ 
cinating. 
Of the modern musicians 
Bizet, Delibes and Massenet were the 
most seductive to him. He w as fond of 
Italian opera. 
Oh, he frankly detested 
W agner. 
He could not hear Tauu- 
hauser’ one evening without saying the 
next day of the things that annoyed or 
bothered him. ‘they Tannhauserize me.’ 
Of the things that annoyed or bothered 
him the worst was lack of punctuality. 
H e had the traditional politeness of 
kings and he expected it in others. He 
would telegraph from anywhere in the 
world, ‘Let the brougham take me, on 
such a date, at such an hour, at such 
a station or boat lauding,’ and when lie 
arrived, if Hie brougham w as a mo­ 
ment Lit** there was trouble.

Briggs’ ordination w as officially plac­ 
ed. aud 
its 
secretary, the Rev. Dr. 
Thom as R. Harris, is a man of much 
authority in the board of exam ining 
chaplains. 
The board prevented the 
ordination in this u.occse of John Til­ 
ley, Jr.. the protege of the Rev. Dr. 
Prank M. Clendenin. 
Tilley was oblig­ 
ed to go to the Springfield diocese for 
his orders. 
'The high church faction 
; is opposed to the re-election of the 
present 
standing 
committee, 
which 
ranks second in authority in the dio­ 
cese to the bishop to take act ion.

the event of a vacancy in the epis 
copate or if its incumbent is disabled

South of Ava, in southern Illinois, 
from the brow of one of the Kinkaid 
hills, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
erat, can be seen the most magnificent 
field of corn upon which the white 
man s vision has rested since the time 
the pilgrim s lauded and learned to 
know the merits of maize In hasty pud­ 
ding. 
The September sun is putting 
the golden color upon 6,OCK) acres of 
corn in one great body. 
This is the 
banner cornfield of the world. 
It w ill 
give this year (KXI,OOO bushels of corn, 
an average of IOO bushels to the acre. 
The statem ent will be questioned. And 
the people who know most about corn 
outside of the American bottom will 
be the first to challenge. 
Even the 
Egyptians of Illinois look askance at 
such a claim. 
But those who have 
seen the extraordinary spectacle agree 
that nowhere in the world is there 
such a crop of corn maturing on the 
sam e ground space. 
Even from the nearest hilltop this 
field appears to be a solid mass. As tar 
as the vision reaches the corn extends 
w ithout apparent break. On closer ap­ 
proach the spectacle is even more im­ 
pressive. 
The corn stands at an even 
height of IT* feet. 
So heavy is it that 
a man four rows from the outer edge 
cannot be seen. 
At a little distance 
the edge of the great body presents an 
unbroken line. 
C'lose view show s an 
occasional dividing boundary in the 
form of a narrow road or lane. 
On 
either side of these lanes the corn 
rises like a wall high above tile wagon. 
Having once entered the lane, the trav­ 
eler 
finds 
it 
impracticable 
to turn 
around. 
The only thing to do is to 
drive to the other side of the great 
field. 
Nobody who has ridden through 
the O.(KN) acres questions the estim ate 
of IOO bushels to the acre, and nobody 
who has visited the field since the 
present crop began to mature can re­ 
member to have seen the like of it be­ 
fore. 
Even tho cultivators of this excep­ 
tional field admit that they have never 
had such a crop as this year’s.

By way of Interesting contrast, it may 
be stated right here that less titan ten 
years ago 
the 
ground 
upon 
which 
stands the haulier corn crop of the ban­ 
ner corn year changed hands at $1 an 
acre. 
Where the banner crop is dent­ 
ing aud hardening within half a dozen 
years wild ducks had a summer nest­ 
ing and hatching place. 
The banner cornfield of the United 
States occupies what w as recently Big 
lake, In the American bottom. 
Water 
stood at a depth of two feet over an ir­ 
regularly formed 
tract 
perhaps tw o 
miles wide ami four miles long in its 
largest measures.

tive attempt at draining was made, but 
it failed of its purpose.

It is roughly estimated, on the basis 
of Incomplete cable notifications, that 
the IG transatlantic steamships Just 
arrived or due within a few days have 
on board 8.000 steerage passengers. 
Many of these persons are citizens re­ 
turning, but Hie great majority are 
Immigrants. 
It is probable that theie 
are not more than 1,000 citizens, tio m 
Sept. I to 7, Inclusive, 6,073 men, wo­ 
men aud children Just arrived in this 
country were passed through the barge 
office. 
As the season draws on the 
number will increase from week to 
week until the winter sets In. 
The 
total immigration of the season will 
far exceed that of the same season of 
any >*■ ar since the present commis­ 
sioners took office. 
The immigration from Italy has been 
heavy the season through. 
It is impos­ 
sible, however, to compare it with that 
of former years because of tile new 
system 
of 
classification 
by 
races, 
which offers no opportunity. The tide 
bound homeward will soon set In. 
It 
was 
said 
by Acting Commissioner 
Quinlan that nearly as many Italians 
went home in the fall as came out In 
the spring. 
The men arrive in May, 
bringing with them whatever clothing 
they may need for a stay of two years. 
They hoard their money and take it 
back with them when the sum grows 
to an ii mount sufficient for a real es­ 
tate investment. Then they return for 
anet lier period of money making and 
finally go home again to settle down 
for good. 
It must lie said, however, 
that a good many live their lives out 
here. 
‘'Everybody knows.” said the 
acting commissioner, “that there are 
16.000 Italian citizens of New York.” 
In November the steerage accommoda­ 
tions on vessels bound for italian por.s 
will be all taken til). 
Immigration through New York port 
for August ran 6,000 ahead of that for 
the same month of last year, more than 
8.000 ahead of August, 1807, aud 4,000 
ahead of August. 1806. The figures are 
as follows: August. 1800. 18,070; in 
1808, 12,621; In 1807. 10.337; In 1806, 
14.025. 
The period Sept. I 7 of this 
year was better than last by nearly 
1.000 aud I letter than 1807 by 1,500. 
The total for September of 1898 was 
18.000 and for 1807 14.600. The proba­ 
bility Is that the total for the present 
mouth of this year will be 20.000. That 
is merely for immigrants, not steerage 
passengers. 
The September record for this year.
